It's been a long road for the founda- 
don, as well as for an Almo couple and 
the agcncle^ involved in reintroducing 
native California bighorn. sheep to.Jim 


Sage Mountain. 

A few years ago Jr^c and Rosco Ward 
decided to get out of the wool business. 
They wrote to the foundation in 
December 1997 about Uieir intention io 
convert their ranch to cattle and about 
brin^g back bighorns. 

Throughout the project the Idaho- 
Wool Growers Association had ques- 
tioned whether the bi^ioms would come 
^ into contaa with domestic sheep in the 
area. Because domestic sheep carry a dis- 
ease that can be transmitted to wild 
sheep, wool growers arc concerned wild 
sheep advocates will force the closure of 
sheep ranches if disease becomes a prob- 
lem.

WASHINGTON -Mayors 
smarting from what they con- 
tend was a census undcrcount 
in 1990 that cost dtics at least 
$500 million over the past 
—decade arc determined -to 
ensure a more accurate' tally 
this year. 

“This census is very impor- 
tanc to us. Obviously, there’s a 
lot at stake,” said H. Brent 
- Coles, mayor of Boise and vice' 
president of the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors. 

A city’s share of state and 


federal dollars for schools, 
roads, police and other essen- 
tial municipal functions 
depends on its population; 
more residents, more money. 

The Census Bureau estimates 
it undercounted 1.4 percent of 
the poi^ation in 1990, but docs 
not adjust the actual 1990 fig- 
ures to account for the shortfall. 

, The mayors’ group surveyed 
34 dtics of varying sizes from 
Los Angeles, with a population 
of about 3.6 million, to 
Lafayette, Ind, a dty of about 
40,OOO.The dties translated the 
census undercount into lost dol- 
lars and estimated a total loss of 
$536 million in federal and state 
funds during the 1990s. 

It generally is agreed it is 
almost impossible to count 
every person in the country. ' 
Und^ dispute is how to account 
for the “missing” p^ple. 


That, has led to a battle 

between Democrats and 
Republicans over the use of sta- 
tistical methods known as sam- 
pling' to estimate the final 
count. 

Because many undercounted 
individuals arc presumed to be 
minorities and inner-city resi- 
dents who vote Democratic, the 
GOP fears sampie-adjusted~ 
numbers could be juggled to 
threaten Republiqin Icg^ativc 
scats. 

In the cities, the undercount- 
ed include the hbmclc^' fami- 
lies living in crowded apart-, 
mems and illcgdl immigrants 
afraid of turning over informa-, 
don to the government. Cities 
also tend to have a higher con- 
centration of renters, who are 
more mobile than homrm^^'^ 

Detroit is making'perhaps 
the great^t push for an' exact 


count. Mayor Dennis ATchcr 
has made it a mission to keep 
his city’s population over 1 mil- 
lion. The latest census esti- 
mates have Detroit's population 
at 970,000, down ^m 1.03 mil- 
lion in 1990. 

Michigan law says Detroit 
would lose the ability to 
. enforce certain dty taxes if its 
~ population~drbps b'^bw~a~ mil- 
lion. The mayors’ survey esti- ' 
mated that would mean an 
annual loss of more than $176 

• million. 

‘ ‘‘When'"y'(hnook'.atl'the-e¥H- 
mates, you tend to perceive 
only the change, and that’s just 
4 percent,” said Patricia 
Bedcer, who is in diarge of veri- 
fying addresses for the Census 
Bureau in Detroit “But the psy-

ber is much greater than the 
message it’s carrying.”

“They do reveal that the oil 
T . from Iraq," Cohen said.

Studies reported in recent 
months at medical conferences 
suggest doctors might soon be 
able to eradicate the vihises or 
send them into sustained remis- 
sion in a majority of infected 
people. The studies are the cul-^ 
mination of years of work in 
developing medicines against 
hepatitis B and hepatitis C, two 
•distinct viral diseases with simi- 
lar symptoms. 

About 1.5 percent of the U.S. 
population carries one or both 
viruses, five times as many peo- 
ple os have the AIDS virus. The 
infected include hundreds of 
thousands of baby boomers who 
experimented with illegal drugs 
in the 1960s and 1970, and tens 
of thousands of women who 
received blood, often without 
realizing it, during Caesarean 
childbirths before 1992. If left 
unchecked, the diseases could 
sicken and eventually kill mil- 
lions in the years ahead.

Dr. Ronald FuUmcr,.a Twin Falls lung 
specialist, said during an air inversion 
chemicals that cause irritation for folks 
with respiratory diseases don't get cleared 
out or broken down. 

“These arc things like ozone, sulfur 
dioxide and certain kinds of particulate 
'matter from wood-burning stoves and that' 
kind of thing, gets into the oir and can also 
cause irritation in the airways,” he said.

and eye irritation.” 

' In the stagnant air of an inversion, sul- 
fur dioxide and ozone arc direct airway 
irritants. 

“There have been studies done where 
they’ve exposed normal individuals with- 
’ out lung disease to increasing concentra- 
tions of ozone and sulfur dioxide,” 
PuIliDer said. "And thcy can demonstrate 
--on pulmonary funciion-te.sting tharif-thoy 
get above-certain concentrations thc- 
amouni of air they can move-will drop." 

There’s no rule of thumb about whether 
you should slay indoors during the winter 
months when the some people labor to 
breath. 

“It really depends more on, what a per- 
- .son has experienced in thcpasi,” Fullmer 
said. “If they consistenrly.liavc.probIems_ 
when the air is real cold then they should 
try to avoid going out.” 

He added that one of the biggest direct 
pollutants is cigarette smoke, which caus- * 
cs more trouble than.any of the aforemen- 
tioned polluinni.s; 

“There’s a lot mgre lung damage tliat’s 
been caused by cigarettes than by any of 
these kinds of 'Uiings,” Fullmer stiid.

Try mixing fabrics 


This winter you miglu like to try 
your hand at mixing fabrics in a 
garment, a popular look in ready- 
to-wear. Tt’s a great way to enliven 
a simple style and create a one-of- 
a-kind outfit. 

Utah sewing expert and image 
consultant Judith Rasbnnd teach- 
es a seminar on this subject and 
offers some helpful suggestions: 

Browse the better dress shops 
and take mental notes. Also, look 
closely at catalog illustrations for 
inspiration. 

Choose fabrics by their fiber 
. content, weight and care require- 
ments. Stick with liglu and medi- 
um’weights, preferably drapey 
fabrics such as rayons, silks and 
soft cottons. Avoid loosely woven 
fabrics that tend to fray easily. 

Collect patterned and solid fab? 
rics in pieces that are 1/4 to 1/2 
yard, until you have at least 15 to 
20 to mix and matdi. It’s easier to 
work with muted, closely related 
colors. Keep contrasts for accents, 
in small amounts, and make sure 
patterned fabrics are in scale with 
the wearer. Maintain a unified 
mood or theme for best results. 

Choose an uncomplicated style, 
preferably something you’ve made 
before. Press and lay out the tissue 
pattern pieces, determining the 
layout of fabric sections for the ‘

DEAR PAULA: What do you 
think about canning pills? 

-JACKIE, HOUSTON 

DEAR JACKIE: Tanning pills 
come in two forms: ones that con- 
tain tyrosine, and those that con- 
tain concentrated does of beta- 
carotene. Let’s start with tyro- 
^inc.-The-FDA-has-debunked- 
tyrosine as a tanning accelerator. 
The marketing pitch is that tyro- 
sine is needed by your body to 
produce melanin, which is a true 
— statement.- Ergo, -the-logic-.fol— 
lows, taking pills with tyrosine 
will increase melanin production. 

It just isn’t D^e. It is only expo- 
sure to UVA or UVB sun rays 
that initiates the production of 
melanin: ' 

According to the FDA, the .“sun- 
tan accelerator containing tyro- . 
sine, alone or in combination with 
other amino adds, as the ’active’ 
prindple. Tyrosine is the starting 
compound of the melanin synthe- 
sis in the skin. Its use is based bn 
the assumption that it penetrates 
the skin, increases the tyrosine 
content of tlie melanocytes, and 
thus enhances melanin formation. 
This effect has not been docu- 
. mented in the sdentific literature. 

In fact, an animal study reported a 
few.years ago demonstrated that 
ingestion or topical application of 
_tyrosine.has no.cffect-onmelano-— . 
genesis. The agency has recently 
conduded that ’suntan accelera- 
tors' are unapproved new drugs 
within the meaning of Section 
201(p) of the FD&C Act, and has 
issued warning letters to several 
major manufacturers of these 
products." 

Then there are tanning pills 
Uiat contain color additives simi- 
lar to the beta-carotene found in 
carrots. Thc.se may be harmful 



and cannot be sold because they 
may cause eye problems. There 
are also tanning pills that are just 
-concemrated-amounts-ofbeia-^- 
carotene, which can eventually 
give the skin a slight orange cast 
which doesn't resemble a tan in 
the least. . 

DEAR PAULA: I saw a story in 
a-fashion magazine! explaining 
that if, you wanted to avoid turn- 
ing orange from a self-tanner, look 
for a produa with AJiAs because 
they lower the skin’s pH level, 
which leads to a more natural- 
' looking can. Is this true? I under- 
stand all self-tanners have the 
same common ingredient, dihy- 
droxyacetone (DHA), which 
makes the skin darker, but arc 
there any ingredients that can 
help minimize the orange look? 
Fm thinking of self-tannin& but I 
really don't want it to look fake. 
Con you recommend, any specific 
brands chat are the best to use? 
-HEATHER 

DEAR HEATHER: This is a 
surprise to me because it 
absolutely makes no sense. First, 
even if the AHA you were using 
had a low enough pH (few do), it 
would only alter the pH of the 
skin for a ^lort while brause tiic 
skin naturally wants to return to 
its own pH level. Second, and 
most importantly, even if pH did 
affect the way self tanners work, 



you would not want to hold the 
skin at a low pH for very long 
because it would be so terribly 
irritating. And last, pH has noth- 
ing to do with how selFtanners 
work, because dihydroxyae'etone 
interacts with the amino adds in 
the skin cell; which have a neutral 
pH anyway. 

The interaction between your 
skin cell and the DHA is what 
turns the skin brown (rarely 


orange) and that is completely; 
dependent on your body’s own- 
chemistry. i

HOW COMMON ARE 
THESE DISORDERS? 

Olvertlculitis is very common, 
dally In older people. Studies 
' that about 1 0 percent of people 
the age of 40 and nearly hall of 
people over the age of 60 have 
divertifulosis. ,But among those who 
are found to have diverticula, only 
about 20 percent develop 
diverticulitis, and of those, only a 
small number nave very serious or 
itfMhreatening complications. 
WHAT MUSES 
DIVERTICULA TO FORM? 
No one knows for sure why the 


periioniiis (infection of the abdominal 
cavity) or abscesses in the abdomen. 
Such infections may be life- 
threatening, 

WHAT ARE TREATMENTS? 

If you have dtverciculosis with no 
symptoms, no ireaimeni is needed. 
Doctors advise eating a high-fiber diet 
and avoiding certain foods, laxatives 
and enemas should not be used 
regularly. Paiicnts with diverticulitis 
may benospitalijed and treated with 
bed rest, pain relievers, antibiotics, 
fluids given 6y vein, and careful monitoring. 

IS SURGERY EVER 
NECESSARY? 

Sometimes patients will need surgery 
to drain an abscess that has resulted 
from a ruptured diverticulum and to 
remove that poruon of the colon. 
Surgery Is reserved for patients with 
very severe or multiple attacks. 
WHAT ABOUT DIET? 
Doctors recommend a high fiber diet.

Lawmakers show very little sympathy 
for complaints from death row inmates 


BOISE (AP) - There is little 
sympathy in the Idaho Legislature 
for complaints about quality of 
life from, those sentenced to die 
for killing others. 

So Ketchum attoniey Andrew. 
Fames knew there was little 
chance of convincing lawmakers 
-they should change a 1984 law 
requiring condemned inmates 
awaiting' execution - or working 
for exont^tion - to be held in soli- 
tary confinement. — 

But he had to cry. 

“Pm just crying to open the dia-. 
loguc,” said Fames, who handles 
appeals for death row inmates 
Mark Henry Lankford, George 
Junior Porter and Richard Albert 
Leavitt. “I didn’t think I’d get a 
change immediately^” 

He met last week with House 
Judidary Chairman C^a Gould of 
Buhl, House Democratic Floor 
Leader Wendy jaquet of Ketchum, 
Corrections Director James 

_Sp.alding,_tw.o„of.his_agency!s 

lawyers and Deputy Attorney 
General Lament Anderson. 

What he sou^t was. legislative 
help convincing the Corrections ' 
Department that holding death 
-row inmates alone in their cells 23 
, hours a day, not allowing them out 
’ 'of their ceUs together bnd keeping ' 
them in belly chains and shaddes 
during brief exercise periods in 
dog run-like cages was cruel and 
unnecessary. 



“Moreover, it has a potential 
detrimental effect on the prison 
itself as those inmau^ whose sen- 
tences ore reduced must b^omc 
accustomed to'beihg out of soli- 
tary confinement after so many 
years in that restrictive condi- 
tion,” Fames wrote in a letter to 
Jaquet requesting help. 

Such conditions, he said, should 
be reserved for' inmates whose 
behavior in the prison warrants 
punishment beyond what they 
• received for their crimes. And he 
cited California, where inmates 
arc 'allowed to cxerdsc on a 
with-othcr death row prisoners ' 
unless they misbehave, and Utah, 
where smttil grqups of condemned 
'inmates'are permiUcdlo ex erase 
togedicr outside their cells. • 

"It seems that the view of the 
department is that'your hands 
have been tied by the 
.Legislature,” Fames told 
Spading. “I think it would be bet- 
ter to untie your lumds.” 

The director and his attorneys, 
however, said they could not 
address the issue because of con- 
demned killer Randall Lynn 
McKinney’s pending lawsuit 


before U.S. District Judge B. Lynn 
Winmill challenging conditions of 
confinement on death row as 
unconstitutionally harsh. 

As for changing the law, that 
was not on the agent^s agenda. 

Besides undermining the state’s 
position in the McKinney lawsuit, 
staff safety would be a concern if 
inmates who might think they 
have-nothing to lose are givqn 
more leeway, Spalding said. And 
recent hunger strikes by some 
inmates, including Lankford and 
Paul Ezra Rhoades, were among 
. the most certain ways to ensure 
he would not change his mind. 

'Tve never negotiated with 
somebody who’s on a hunger 
strike and don’t intend to do. that. 
I think it sets a bad precedent,” 
the director said.” ' 

Gould agreed. 

“If the courts find that policy to 
be objectionable, then wc need to 
deal with it. But not .before then,” 
she said. Gould hdd just as little 


regard 'lor Pames’ argumemlhat 
prolonged solitary confinement 
' makes inmates less able to success- 
fully return to the general prison 
population, pr even the outside 
world, should their appeals.si(p-_ 
ceed. 

“They probably were never 
socially acceptable or they never 
would have committed these 
kinds of crimes,” she said. “Quite 
frankly, I think It's too late for 
them to acquire social skills.”

. rat poison was used to kill 

nyoVolves near this small town, 
the'U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
has reported. ' 

The agency’s forensic laborato- 
ry in Ashland, Ore., confirmed 
that Compound 1080 was used to 
kill the wolves. Their bodies were 
...recovered, from. the Panther. . 
Creek and Meyers Cove areas. 

The wolves are protected by 
the federal Endangered Species 
Act. The Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the Defenders of 
_Wildlife, a conservation group, _ 
are offering a $2, 500. reward for 
information leading to the convic- 
don of those responsible. 

The federal agency also is 
eager for people to know Uiat the 
tasteless, odorless poison is being 
used and could be a threat to 
humans, such as someone who

' McDonald, sehior resident agent 
mth the Fish and Wildlife Sendee 
in Boise. “Once we found out 
' about it. instead of sitting on 
this, we thought, the public 


should know.” 

The two wolves were wearing 
. radio collars as part of a contro- 
versial transplant effort to restore 
the spedes to central Idaho. The 
deaths were ^scovered when ^e 
collars’ signals indicated the adi- . 
mals had not moved, McDonald 
said. : 

Two other animals, a-fox and 

' rancher’s dog, were found poi- * 
soned, McDonald said. Compound 
1080 is suspected in those deaths, 
too. McDonald would not confirm 
the dates the poisoned animals 
were found, but said all were in 
the past year. ; 

Compound 1080 could poisoha 
person by entering the body 
through damaged skin or by 
being inhaled along with dust par- 
deles. Most often, McDonald said, 
it kills when it is ingested. 

The killing of an endangered • 
species is punishable by up to one 
year in jail and a $100,000 fine. 
Use of Compound 1080 by an 
individual is punishable by up’to 
30 days in jail and a $1,000 fitTc;

RENO, Nev. (AF) - An Alaska 
Airlines MD-83 jetliner returned 
to Reno’s airport shortly after 
takeoff when the pilot reported 
problems with thu horizontal sta- 
biliser - the third such incident 
— involving thtu jet model within a 
week. 

The Seattle-bound jet's prob- 
lems Saturday nigin were similar 
to tiio.se discussed by pilots in 
tiic tense minutes before Alaska 
...Airlines Fliglil 261 crashed into... 
the Pacific on Monday. 

The cau.se of that accident, in 
wliich -88 people died, has not 
been determined. 

On Tuesday, an American 
Airlines MD-83 had trouble with 
its horizontal stabilizer after 
takeoff from Phoenix. It 


returned safely to the airport. 

Alaska Airlines docs not plan 
to ground its 35 MD-83 jetliners 
or to make any unscheduled 
maintenance checks, said Jack 
Evans, a spokesman for the 
Seattle-based airline. 

“We obviously understand 
there’s some stress out there," he 
said in a telephone interview 
Sunday. "Despite the accident, 
wc'rc launching about 400 nights 
-a day and trying to conduct the - 
normal side of our businc&s." 

The horizontal stabilizer is a 
wing-like^part on tlie tail manip- 
ulated by the pilot to provide 
balance along the entire fuse- 
lage. An. MD-83 stabilizer is 
about 40 feet wide, according to 
Boeing. 


Alaska Airlines believes the 
Reno problem occurred because 
pilots arc being overly cautious 
and running the stabilizer 
through several complete up- 
and-down cycles before takeoff, 
“overheating the motors,” Evans 
said. 

The Seattle-bound jet. Flight 
631, left Reno/Tahoc Intern- 
ational Airport at about 7 p.m. 
Saturday. It headed back after 
seven or eiglu minutes when the t 
pilot reported that the motors 
that control the stabilizer were 
operating improperly, Evans 
said. 

. The pilot told passengers he 
had a major mechanical prob- 
lem, said passenger Dennis 
Smythe of Anchorage. Alaska. 


Smythe, who has a. commercial 
pilots’ license, said the plane was 
-moving up and down. 

"The pilot seemed like he was 
trying to get in control of our 
porpoising,” he said. 

As tij: plane crossed Imerstaic 
80 on its descent, Smythe said he ’ 
felt the rigljt wing pitch and'won- 
dered if the pilot was in control 
of the plane. 

“There was a lot of crying and 
a lot of praying because a lot of' 
people were'probably thinking 
about tliot (earlier) crash,” he 
said. Passengers cheered as the 
pilot made a rough landing. 

Federal Aviation Admin-istra- 
don officials did not immediately 
rdtum calls seeking comment on 
the flight.

Navy collects remains from Alaska Airlines crash 


PORT HUENEME. Calif. (AP) 

- Navy crews on.Sunday mapped 
more of the ocean floor near the 
crash site of Alaska Airlines 
Flight 261, leaving the plane’s 
wreckage alone but collecting ’ 
some human remains. 

The'NationarTransportadon 
Safety Board wants a detailed 
picture of the aircraft debris 
before pieces of the plane arc 
brought to the surface. 

Exactly what will be brougljt 
up will depend on further inter- 
pretadon of flight data and cock- 
pit voice recorders, which were 


still being analyzed in 
Washington, an NTSB spokesman 
said. 

"The ships have been out all 
niglit long,” said Terry Williams. 
“.There’s more mapping that’s 
going on. Naturally, in the 
process,!! they find any bodies or 
other remains they’re bringing 
them up.” 

The debris area is about 10 
miles offshore in the Santa 
Barbara Channel, covering aji . 
area about the size of a foot- 
ball field in water 640 feet 
deep. 


Meanwhile, more memorials 
were held for families and 
friends of the 88 people lost with 
the plane. Among them was a ser- 
vice by Cardinal Roger Mahony, ' 
archbishop of Los Angeles, who' 
led a service near Los Angeles 
Ihtemadonol Airport. 

The Alaska Airlines MD-83 
crashed a week ago, killing all 88 
people on board, during a flight 
from Puerto Vallarta, Mexico, 
bound for San Francisco and 
Seattle. 

The plane’s voice recorder 
shows that for at least 30 minufes 


prior to the crash the pilots were 
struggling to correct a problem 
with the tail-mounted horizontal 
stabilizer, which they said had 
jammed. , 

Witnesses who saw Ihe plane 
go down said it. rolled upside 
down and spiraled into the ocean. 

The Ventura County Medical 
Examiner's Office, which is 
responsible for identifying the 
viedms, has said that it has sever- 
al nearly complete bodies. 
Sheriff's, spokesman Eric 
Nishimoto said it could be a week 
before any ore tdenrifled.

Decent housing is an elusive - 
dream for many Navajo families 


: WINDOW ROCK, Ariz. (AP) - 
Wanda Sc^a and her four young 
children moved to the capital of 
the nation’s largest American 
Indian nation and promptly made 
one home improvement. 

They dug an outhouse. 

The family has no electricity, no 
running water and no sewer. They 
-cook over an. open fire and bathe 
in water hauled in by relatives. 
And though the trailer the family 
Hliares has three bedrooms, they 
sleep in one, huddlirig together in 
- the cold winter nights. 

“It’s a living hell. It’s a disaster 
for me as a mom,” said Segina, 
whose children attend the local 
elementary school. 

Segina’s living conditions are. 
shared by thousands on the 4.8 
million-acre Navajo Reservation, 
which sprawls across portions of 
, Arizona, New Mexico and Utah, 
sihd throughout America’s Indian 
reservations, where housing is in 
desperately short supply and 
often substandard. 

The National Ame rican todiar^ 
Housing Council estimates'UIS. 
reservations nccd'200,000 houses 
to alleviate overcrowding and 
replace inadequate dwellings. 

.More than half of the Navajo 
Reservation’s 56,372 homes la^ 
complete plumbing and a large 
percentage still use wood as the 
primary heating source, according 
to 1990 census figures. 

“The country is moving so rapid- 
ly, we’re losing the chance to catch 
up,’’ said Navajo community devel- 
opment dircaor Benjamin Jones. 

What keeps many American 
Indians from being able to buy or 
live in adequate h^es is a head- 
spinning host of problems: high 
unemployment, few willing 
lenders, almost no private land 
and bureaucratic red tape. 

Even, basic knowledge- 
about establishing good cred- 
it and applying for mortgages 
can trip up many would-bc 
buyers, said Ernest Goatson, .

Like Segina, roughly half of the 
Navajo Reservadon’s 151,105 resi- 
dents are unemployed. 

The single mother’s only 
sources of income are cliild siip-> 
port and the odd auto-repair job, 
making it almost impossible for 
her to raise the 56,000 it would- 
cost to connect her to the closest 
power line and the $8,000 it would 
cost fora water connecdon.

Court sentences man

Marvin Williams, 58, pled 
guilty to the stabbing in October. 
He was sentenced last week in 
U.S. District Court in Coeur 
d’Alene. 

In sentencing Williams to 51 
months in prison. Judge Edward 
J. Lodge cited Williams’ history 
of violence, particularly, against 
women. 

_JLodge said the sentence was 
needed to protect sodery and to 
deter Williams and other from 
similar conduct. 

. The stabbing occurred Feb. 2, . 
1999. Williams’ prison time will 
be followed by three years of 
supervised release.

“These are some of the higher- 
risk materials out there,” said 
Kathleen Trever, director of 
Idaho’s INEEL oversight pro- 
gram.

Nearly all of the treatment 
options would require building 
new plants to convert the waste 
into glass, ceramic or concrete 
forms so it might be shipped to a 
permanent dump someday.
